Amend the Law relating to the Occupation and. 
Ownership of Land in Ireland. 

B E it enacted by the King’s most Excellent Majesty, by and 
with the advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual and 
Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, 
and by the authority of the same, as follows : — 

g Part I. 

Finance. 

1. — (1) In the case of advances made in pursuance of 
purchase agreements entered into after the passing of this Act 
(in this Act referred to as new purchase agreements) : — 

XO (a) Fire pounds five shillings shall be substituted for three 
pounds five shillings as the rate of the purchase 
annuity under section forty-five of the Irish Land 
Act, 1903 (in this Act referred to as the Act of 
1903) : 

15 (6) The rate of interest to be paid by the Land Commission 

. to the National Debt Commissioners under section 
thirty-six, and by the Congested Districts Board 
to the Land Commission under section seventy-two of 
the Act of 1903, shall be five per cent, per annum 
20 instead of two and three quarters per cent, per 

annum : 

(c) Five per cent, per annum shall be substituted for three 
and a half per cent, per annum as the rate of interest 
under section eighteen and section twenty-four of 
25 the Act of 1903 :

(, d ) Five shillings per cent, per annum shall be substituted 
for ten shillings per cent, per annum in sections 
thirty-six, forty-seven and seventy-two of the Act of 
1903, as the rate of sinking fund payments : 

(e) Five per cent, shall he substituted for three per cent. 5 
in section five of the Irish Fond Act, 1909 (in this 
Act referred to as the Act of 1909) : 

Provided that purchase agreements entered into after the 
passing of this Act on the resale by tlje Land Commission or 
Congested Districts Board of land purchased or agreed to he p) 
purchased by them before the passing of this Act shall be treated 
for the purposes of this Part of this Act as purchase agreements 
entered into before the passing of this Act, and not as new 
purchase agreements. 

(2) The National Debt Commissioners shall in accounts kept 15 
by them of the Irish Purchase Fund distinguish between 
advances made in pursuance of purchase agreements entered 
into before the passing of this Act and of new purchase 
agreements. 

2. — (1) The power of the Treasury to create stock for the 20 
purpose of raising money required for the Irish Land Purchase 
Fund (including the Land Purchase Aid Fund) shall include power' 
to create a new capital stock to be called Guaranteed Five per 
cent. Stock, and to create and issue bonds to be called guaranteed 
five per cent, bonds of such denominations, not in any case less % 
than five pounds, as the Treasury may determine, and redeemable 
im manner hereinafter provided. 

(2) The provisions of the Act of 1903 relating to stock 
shall apply to Guaranteed Five per cent. Stock created under 
this section, as they apply to Guaranteed Two and three-quarter 30 
per cent. Stock created under that Act, with the substitution of 
five per cent, for two and three-quarters per cent, as the rate 
of dividend, and of thirty years from the passing of this Act 
for thirty years from the commencement of the Act of 1903 as 
the period after the expiration of which the stock is redeemable. 35 

(3) Subsections (2)' and (3) of section five of the Act of 
1909, relating to bonds issued under that section, including 
provisions charging the principal money of such bonds on the 
Consolidated Fund of the United Kingdom or the growing 
produce thereof, shall apply to bonds issued under this section. 40 
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(4) Such bonds as aforesaid shall he redeemable by means 
of periodical drawings, and the Treasury may make arrangements 
for the redemption thereof at par, and may make regulations for 
the drawing of such bonds, and for that purpose there shall be 
5 S et aside at the close of each half year in the .Irish Land Purchase 
Fund and applied by the National Debt Commissioners for the 
redemption of bonds drawn for payment, a sum ascertained in 
accordance with the First Schedule of this Act.

(5) The definition of Government stock in subsection (2) of 
10 section five of the Savings Banks Act, 1893, shall be read as if 

stock and bonds issued under this section were included in the 
First Schedule to the said Savings Banks Act, 1893. 

(6) Section forty-three of the Act of 1909 shall have effect 
as if the reference therein to Guaranteed Three per cent. Stock 

15 included a reference to Guaranteed Five per cent. Stock and bonds 
issued under this section. 



3 _(i) Notwithstanding anything in section twenty-seven Advanees to 
of the Act of 1903 the advances made in pursuance of new 6 m 
purchase agreements shall be made by means of bonds in the 
20 manner and circumstances for which provision is made by this 
section : Provided that nothing in this provision shall affect the 
right of the vendor to be paid in money in the case of a pur- 
chase to which section forty-three, section sixty, or Part IV. of 
the Act of 1909, applies. 

ok (2) The advance shall be made by means of an issue of 
Guaranteed Five per cent, bonds equal in nominal amount to 
the sum to be advanced and carrying interest as from the date 
of the advance: Provided that where the advance is not five 
pounds or a multiple of five pounds such part of the advance as 
30 represents a fraction of five pounds shall be paid in money. 

(3) Bonds issued in pursuance of this section as the equiva- . 
lent of an advance shall, as between the vendor and the 
purchaser, be accepted by the vendor as the equivalent of the 
corresponding amount of purchase money, and any person 
35 having power to sell under the Land Purchase Acts, although 
he is not an absolute owner, may enter into a new purchase 
agreement, notwithstanding that the purchase money is to be 
paid in "bonds in pursuance of this section instead of in cash. 
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4. The percentage payable under section forty-eight of the 
Act of 1903 (in this Act referred to as the bonus), shall, in 
respect of new purchase agreements, he calculated at the rates 
specified in the Second Schedule to this Act, and for the purposes 
of that section the’ percentage at the rates so specified shall, 5 
as respects such agreements, be deemed to be the percentage 
under that section : 

Provided that on the sale of an estate in pursuance of 
new purchase agreements entered into prior to the appointed 
day, if the Estates Commissioners certify as respects any holding 10 
or parcel of untenanted land comprised in the estate that they 
are satisfied that the provisions of subsection ( 1 ) of section one 
of the Act of 1903 are complied with or that they are satisfied 
with the security, the bonus on the amount advanced in respect 
of the purchase of the holding or parcel shall be increased by 15 
one per cent., or if no bonus on that amount would otherwise 
be payable a bonus of one per cent, thereon shall become 
payable. 

5. — (1) Where the advance for the purpose of carrying 
into effect any purchase agreement entered into after the 20 
passing of the Act of 1909 and before the passing of this 
Act is made (whether before or after the passing of this Act) 
wholly in Guaranteed Three per cent. Stock, then, on any 
distribution of the purchase money after the passing of this Act, 
the Judicial Commissioner, if it appears to him that the market 25 
price of stock at the date of such distribution is less than the 
market price at the time of the sale, may ascertain the amount 
of stock required to be realised on such distribution for the 
purpose of discharging superior and intervening interests and 
incumbrances in excess of the amount which would have been 30 
required to be realised for that purpose had the distribution been 
made at the time of the sale, and Guaranteed Three per cent. 
Stock equivalent to the excess as so ascertained shall be placed 
to the credit of the estate or land, and when so placed shall 
be deemed for all purposes to form part of the purchase money. 35 

(2) In ascertaining the amount of stock required to be 
realised, stock required to be realised for the purposes of any 
superior or intervening interest or incumbrance which did not 
affect the estate or land at the time of the sale or for the 
purpose of interest due in respect of any superior or intervening 40 
interest or incumbrance shall be excluded. 
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(3) The time of the sale shall be taken to be the date of A.D. 19&). 
the purchase agreement, or, where there are purchase agreements 
entered into on different dates, to be the date of the latest 
.purchase agreement or such other date as the Judicial Com- 

5 missioner certifies to be the date by which the bulk of the 
purchase agreements had been entered into. 

(4) A sum sufficient to pay the dividends on the amount 
of stock, issued for the purpose of this section together with 
ten shillings per cent, per annum by way of sinking fund shall 

X0 be paid in each year to the Irish Land Purchase Fund out of 
money provided by Parliament. 

(5) Where the vendor is, or but for the sale would have 
been, absolute owner of the estate or land and a bonus is 
payable to him, this section shall apply to so much only of 

X5 amount required for the discharge of the superior and intervening 
interests and incumbrances as exceeds the amount of the bonus. 



6. The power of making rules conferred on the Treasury Power to 
by the Land Purchase Acts shall extend to the making of rules maka r “ les ' 
for carrying the provisions of this Part of this Act into effect. 

20 and for adapting to the requirements of this Act such provisions 
of the Land Purchase Acts or any other enactment passed prior 
to this Act as relates to land purchase finance. 



Part II. 

Provisions for the Completion of Land Purchase. 

25 7-— (1) Subject to the provisions of this Act, and notwith- Vesting ol 

standing anything in section seventy-four of the Act of 1903, all 
land which is situated within any congested districts county grated Dis- 
shall, on the appointed day, by virtue of ^this Act, vest in the “ ats L ®° d ard 
Congested Districts Board in the like manner and with the like Commission. 
30 consequences as if vesting orders had been made on the appointed 
day in respect thereof under section seventy-nine of the Act 
of 1903 in pursuance of new purchase agreements for the 
purchase of the same at the standard price entered into on the> 
appointed day by the Board with persons having power to sell 
35 under the Land Purchase Acts. 

(2) Subject to the provisions of this Act, and notwith- 
standing anything in section nine of the Act of 1903, all tenanted 
land which is not situated within a congested districts county 
shall, on the appointed day, by virtue of this Act vest in the 
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A.D. 1920. Land Commission in the like manner and with the like eonse- 
■ quences as if vesting orders had been made on the appointed 
day in respect thereof under section sixteen of the Act of 1903, 
in pursuance of new purchase agreements for the purchase of 
the same at the standard price entered into on the appointed 5 
day by the Commission with persons having power to sell under 
the Land Purchase Acts. 

(3) A purchase agreement deemed to have been entered into 
for the purposes of this section in the case of tenanted land 
shall be deemed to have been entered into with the owner of 10 
the interest of the immediate landlord where that interest is 
sufficient to constitute the owner thereof a person having power 

to sell under the Land Purchase Acts and where that interest 
is not sufficient, to have been entered into with the owner of 
the interest of the next superior landlord whose interest is 15 
sufficient, and in the case of untenanted land shall be deemed 
to have been entered into with the occupier. 

(4) This section shall not apply to — 

• (a) any land which has been purchased under the Land 

Purchase Acts or is on the appointed day the 20 
subject of an actual purchase agreement there- 
under ; or 

(6) any parcel of untenanted land or holding which is 
not substantially agricultural or pastoral or partly 
agricultural and partly pastoral in character, or any 25 
holding the main object of the letting of which 
was for a residence ; or 

(c) any parcel of untenanted land which is a demesne, 
home farm, park, garden, or pleasure ground or 
any holding usually occupied in connection with 30 
such demesne, home farm, park garden, or pleasure 
ground ; or 

(<f) any parcel of untenanted land or holding which, in 
the opinion of the Board or the Commission, as 
the case may be, possesses a substantial value or 35 
utility whether potential or actual as building 
ground or is a town park ; or 

( e ) an y parcel of untenanted land the rateable value of 
which (exclusive of buildings) does not exceed two 
hundred pounds where the owner resides on the 40 
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land and uses and cultivates , the same as an ordinary 
farmer in accordance with proper methods of 
husbandry and does not own any other parcel of 
untenanted land ; or

(/) any parcel of untenanted land or holding which is 
vested in or held in trust for His Majesty or any 
Government Department, or is held by any local 
or public authority for the purposes of then- 
powers and duties as such, or is held by any cor- 
10 poration or company for the purposes of a railway, 

dock, canal, water, or other public undertaking. 

g__(l) As respects tenanted land the standard price of each standard 
holding shall be a capital sum of such amount that interest P nee ' 
thereon at the rate of five and a quarter per cent, per annum 
15 will be equal to the standard purchase annuity for the holding . 
as ascertained in accordance with the Third Schedule to this Act. 

(2) As respects untenanted land the standard price shall be 
such an amount as may be fixed by the Congested Districts Board 
or by the Judicial Commissioner on appeal from the Board, and 
20 in fixing such sum, regard shall be had to the fair value of the 
land to the Board and the owner respectively.

and payable as follows : — 

(a) The interest on the purchase, money shall in the case 
of tenanted land, he calculated and payable as from 
35 the gale day last preceding the appointed day ; 

(5) If the land is tenanted land and the bonus (if any) is 
not paid within a period of one year from the gale 
day last preceding the appointed day, interest shall 
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lie payable on the bonus at the rate of five per cent, 
per annum from the expiration of that period ; 

(o') If the land is untenanted land, interest shall be pay- 
able on the bonus (if any) at the rate five per 
cent, per annum as from the appointed day ; g 

(d) The standard price fixed by the Congested Districts 
Board as respects a parcel of untenanted land shall 
be taken as the purchase money for the purpose 
of the calculation and payment of interest under 
the foregoing provisions notwithstanding that an lo 
appeal is pending as to the standard price, but any 
payments so calculated shall be the subject of 
adjustment when the price is finally fixed. 

(2) Subject to the provisions of this Part of this Act 
as to resale of holdings the rent payable by the tenant of 15 
any holding of tenanted land which is so vested in the Board 
or Commission shall, on and after the gale day last pre- 
ceding the appointed day, be payable to the Board or Com- 
mission, and shall be recoverable in like manner as instalments 
of a purchase annuity, and the rent due on that gale day 20 
together with any arrears of rent then due (other than arrears 
which accrued due on a gale day prior to the passing of 
this Act) may if not paid on of before the appointed day be 
recovered after the appointed day by the person entitled thereto 
in like manner as if the holding had not vested in the Board 25 
or Commission, but no arrears shall be paid out of the purchase 
money. 

11.— (1) The Congested Districts Board shall take steps to 
secure that every holding of tenanted land vested in them by 
virtue of this Part of this Act shall be vested in the tenant 30 
thereof as soon as practicable after the appointed day, and for 
that purpose the tenant of any such holding shall, if and when 
the Board so declare, he deemed to have entered into a new 
purchase agreement for the purchase of the holding from the 
Board at the standard price, and the interest on the purchase 35 
money payable under section thirty-five of the Land Law 
(Ireland) Act, 1896, shall be payable at such rate and from 
such day as may be specified in the declaration. 

(2) The last preceding subsection shall not apply to — 

(a) any holding the standard price of which exceeds 40 
three thousand pounds ;'j(or 
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( b ) any holding which, in the opinion oC the Board, ought -A.D. 1920. 
to be retained tor improvement or enlargement, 
or for utilisation in connection with the relief of 
congestion, 

6 all which holdings are in this section referred to as holdings 
retained by the Congested Districts Board. 

(3) As respects any holding retained by the Congested 
Districts Board, the Board shall have, and may exercise, all or 
any of the powers exerciseable by them as respects holdings on 
10 estates purchased by the Board, including powers of resumption, 
whether the holding is or is not part of such an estate or 
subject to a judicial rent : , 

Provided that for the purposes of any resale the limit on 
the amount that may be advanced shall in every case be 
IB three thousand pounds. 

12. — (1) Each tenant of a holding of tenanted land vested ^ o r °™)°“ f as 
in the Land Commission by virtue of this Part of this Act shall foldings 
he deemed on the appointed day to have entered into a new vested 
purchase agreement for the purchase of the holding from the Q 0 e mI ^ BB i 0n , 
20 Commission at the standard price, and the interest on the pur- 
chase money payable under section thirty-five of the Land Law 
(Ireland) Act, 1896, shall be at the rate of five and one-quarter 
per cent, per annum, and shall he payable as from the gale 
day last preceding the appointed day. 

25 (2) The last preceding subsection shall not apply to 

(«j any holding, the standard price of which exceeds 
three thousand pounds ; or 

(i) any holding as respects which, on or before the 
appointed day, the Land Commission declare that 
30 it is not in the public interest that the holding 

should be re-sold to the tenant as aforesaid, 
whether on the ground that the improvement of 
the holding is essential and practicable, or other- 
wise ; 

3B all which holdings are in this section referred to as holdings 
retained by the Land Commission. 

(3) As respects any holding retained by the Land Com- 
mission, the Commission, in addition to their other powers, shall 
have, and may exercise, all the powers which are exerciseable 
40 by the Congested Districts Board, as respects holdings retained 
by that Board, with this modification that .on any re-sale, the 
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A.D. 1920, limit on the amount that may be advanced may be exceeded 
in such circumstances and to such extent as appears to the 
Commission to he proper, and the Commission, in exercising the 
powers aforesaid, shall have regard to the necessity of relieving 
congestion, the desirability of increasing the food supply of 5 
the country, and the manner in which the holdings have been 
used. 

Sub-tenants 13. — (i) Where a holding of tenanted land, which is vested 

in the Congested Districts Board or Land Commission by virtue 
of this part of this Act, is sub-let, then for the purposes of the 10 
provisions of this Act, as to standard price and as to re-sales by 
the Congested.Districts Board or Land Commission, the following 
provisions shall have effect: — 

(a) If the entire of the holding is in the occupation of a 

sub-tenant, the rent payable by the sub-tenant shall 15 
be taken to be the rent payable in respect of the 
. holding, and the sub-tenant shall be taken to he the 
tenant ; 

(h) If the entire of the holding is in the occupation of two 

or more sub- tenants, the portion in the occupation 20 
of each sub-tenant shall be treated 'as a separate 
holding held at the rent payable in respect of the 
sub-tenancy, and the sub-tenant shall be treated as 
the tenant thereof; 

( 0 ) if portion of the holdihg is in the occupation of the 25 
tenant and the remainder is in the occupation of 
one or more sub-tenants, the portion in the occupation 
of the tenant shall be treated as a separate holding 
held at an apportioned part of the rent payable in 
respect of the entire holding, the apportionment being 30 
made according to rateable value, or (if that portion 
is not separately rated) according as may be determined 
. by the Congested Districts Board or Land Commission, 
as the case may be, and the tenant shall be treated 
as tenant thereof, and so much of the remainder of 35 
the holding as is in the occupation of any sub-tenant 
shall be treated as a separate holding held at the rent 
payable in respect of the sub-tenancy, and the sub- 
tenant shall be treated as the tenant thereof; 

(d) Where portion of a holding is sublet and that portion 40 
is of such character that it ought not in the opinion 
of the Land Commission or Congested Districts Board 
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to be treated as a separate holding for the purposes A.D. 1930. 
aforesaid, the Commission or Board may treat the 
holding as if the portion was not sublet or in the 
occupation of the sub-tenant. 

5 (2) For the purposes of this section subsection (2) and (3) 

of section fifteen of the Act of 1903 shall apply with the 
substitution of the Judicial Commissioner for the Land Commis- 



sion. 

14 . — (i) With respect to any land. vested in the Congested Sporting 
10 Districts Board or the Land Commission by virtue of this Part ugl! ’' 
of this Act or any untenanted land p\u-chased under section 
forty-three or Part IV. of the Act of 1909 by the Estates 
Commissioners, the owner of the land may give notice within 
the prescribed time and in the prescribed manner that he 
15 desires that such rights as are hereinafter mentioned which he 
has exclusive of the tenant should be reserved to him, and 
where such a notice is given there shall be reserved to the 
owner of the land, as if an agreement to that effect had been 
entered into under section thirteen of the Act of 1903 
20 (a) in the case of tenanted land, any right of fishing or 

taking fish; and 

(, b ) in the case of untenanted land, both those rights and 
all other sporting rights. 

(2) Subject as aforesaid the said section thirteen shall apply 
25 with respect to sporting rights affecting any such land as afore- 
said, with the substitution, in tlie ease of the Congested 
Districts Board, of references to that Board for references 
to the Land Commission. 

15.— (1) It shall he the duty of every person who is 
30 entitled to the rents and profits of any land which by virtue to be vestec i 
of this Bart of this Act will become vested in the Congested m^Brard and 
Districts Board or the Land Commission on the appointed day, omlm331on - 
or who receives such rents and profits on behalf of any other 
person, to furnish in writing to the Land Commission, and, in 
35 the case of land situated in a congested districts county, also to 
the Congested Districts Board, such particulars with respect to 
the land in such form and verified in such manner and within 
such time as the Land Commission or the Congested Districts 
Board may by a general or special notice require. 

40 (2) The Congested Districts Board and the Land Commis- 

sion shall from time to time publish provisional lists of the 
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A.D. 1920. land which will so become vested in them respectively on the 
appointed day, together with notice of the manner in which and 
the time within which the objections may he made to the list by 
reason of the inclusion or non-inclusion therein of any land. 

(3) The Congested Districts Board and the Land Commission 5 
shall consider objections duly made, and their decision, subject 
to appeal to the Judicial Commissioner, shall be final. 

(4) The Congested Districts Board and the Land Commission 
shall publish a final list of land with respect to which no objection 
has been lodged, and from time to time as and when objections 10 
to other lands have been finally settled a final list of those 
lands. A final list when so published, whether before or after 
the appointed day, shall be conclusive evidence that the lands 
comprised therein will become or have become vested by virtue 

of this Part of this Act on the appointed day. 

(5) The Congested Districts Board and the Land Commission 
shall have power to require any person paying rent to any other 
person or receiving rent on helialf of any other person to give 
such particulars with respect to the land as they may require. 

(6) If any person fails to give any information which he is 20 
required to furnish under this section or knowingly furnishes 
any information which is false in any material particular, he shall 
on summary. conviction be liable to a fine not exceeding fifty 
pounds or to imprisonment with or without hard labour for a 
term not exceeding three months, and where the information 25 
required by this section to be given by or on behalf of a person 
entitled to the rents and profits of any land is not given within 
the time required by this section and by reason thereof land is 
not included in the provisional list, no bonus shall be payable 

in respect of the land unless the Congested Districts Board or 30 
Land Commission consider that the failure ought to be excused. 

(7) Any^ inspector or other person appointed by the Con- 
gested Districts Board or the Land Commission, as the case 
may be, may after notice sent by post to the person who appears 

to be occupier of any land, enter upon the land and make all 35 
such enquiries as may be necessary to enable the Board or 
• Commission to ascertain the extent and character thereof, and 
such other particulars in relation thereto, as they may require 
for the purposes of this section. 

(8) Where duties under this section are performed on behalf 40 
ot the owner of any land by any land agent, solicitor or land 
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clerk nominated with the approval of the Estates Commissioners A.D. 1920. 
he may he remunerated at a fixed price or scale to he settled 
by the Estates Commissioners with the assent of the Treasury, 
and such price or percentage shall he paid as part of the expenses 
5 of the Land Commission. 

(9) Any notice or list required to he published under this 
section shall he published in the “ Dublin Gazette ” and in 
such other manner as the Land Commission or the Congested 
Districts Board, as the case may be, consider best adapted for 
10 securing publicity. 

16. — (1) Eor the purposes of this Part of this Act the Tenanted 
expression “tenanted land” means land held for a statutory “fedl^d. 
term or under any contract of tenancy other than a fee farm 
grant, or lease for lives or years renewable for ever or 
15 lease for a term of years of which sixty or more are unexpired, 
and the expression “untenanted land” shall .he construed ■ 
accordingly : 

Provided that where land has become tenanted land as above 
defined by reason of a contract of tenancy entered into on or after 
20 the eleventh day of November nineteen hundred and twenty, 
then — 

(a) if the holding is in a congested districts county, the 
tenancy shall, if the Congested Districts Board before 
the prescribed date so declare, he deemed to he void 
25 as against the Board, and the holding shall vest in 

the Board as untenanted land ; and 

(5) if the holding is situate elsewhere, the land shall he 
treated as tenanted land for the purpose of the 
provisions of this Act vesting tenanted land in the 
30 Land Commission, hut not for the purpose of 

the sale thereof to the tenant under this Act, unless 
the Estates Commissioners certify that the creation 
of the tenancy was in, the interests of the country. 

(2) Section sixteen of the Act of 1909 is hereby repealed. 

35 17 . In determining whether lands comprised in a new Definition of 

purchase agreement are fit to he regarded as a separate estate 
or as part of a separate estate for the purposes of the Land 
Purchase Acts, the Land Commission or Congested Districts 
Board, as the case may he, shall have regard to the extent 
40 situation, character and title of any other lands of the vendor 
which vest in them under this Part of this Act. 
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18. For the purpose of carrying this Part of this Act into 
effect the Lord Lieutenant may by order make such adaptations 
as appear to him to be necessary or proper of any enactment 
relative to land purchase in Ireland passed prior to the passing 
of this Act, including such adaptations of enactments applicable 5 
to sales of estates as may be necessary to make the same 
applicable to sales of holdings or of parcels of untenanted 
land. 

19. — (1) If any difficulty arises in determining the land 
which by virtue of this Part of this Act is vested in the Con- 10 
gested Districts Board or the Land Commission, or otherwise for 
carrying this Part of this Act into effect, the Lord Lieutenant 
may, by Order, authorise the Congested Districts Board or the 
Land Commission to take all such steps and do all such things 
as may appear to him necessary or expedient for carrying this 15 
Part of this Act into effect; and any such Order shall have 
effect as if enacted in this Act. 



Part III. 

General. . 

20. After the passing of this Act a judicial rent shall not 20 
he fixed under the Land Law (Ireland) Acts in respect of any 
holding.

1. The standard purchase annuity shall, in the case of each 
holding, be an annuity of an amouut equivalent to a percentage of 
the judicial rent payable in respect of the holding. 

2. The appropriate percentage in the case of a holding shall be 
the percentage specified in the following table for the county in which 20 
the holding is situated and for judicial rents of the same class as the 
judicial rent which is payable in respect of the holding, according as 

it is a first term, second term, or third term judicial rent : Provided 
that where the said rent is a third term judicial rent and the holding 
was previously subject to a second term judicial rent, the holding 25 
shall be treated as if no third term rent had been fixed and it were 
still subject to the second term rent in any case where the standard 
purchase annuity calculated on that basis would be less than if 
calculated on the basis of the third term rent. 

3. If a holding is situated in two or more counties the percentage 30 
for the county in which the greatest part of the holding is situated 
shall be taken, and if a holding is situated wholly or partly in a 
county borough the percentage for the adjoining county, or if there is 
more than one such county the percentage for the county which has 
the greatest common boundary with the county borough, or if the 35 
holding is partly situate in a county, the percentage of that county 
shall be taken.

Holdings subject to Rents other than Judicial Rents. 

1. The standard purchase annuity shall, in the case of each 
holding to which this Part of this Schedule applies, be a percentage 

45 of an annual sum fixed by the Land Commission in respect of the 
holding, and the appropriate percentage shall be ascertained in accord- 
ance with Part I. of this Schedule as if such annual sum were a third 
term judicial rent. 

2. The annual sum to be fixed by the Land Commission shall 
50 he such sum as may be fixed by the Land Commission upon the same 

principles as a judicial rent after receiving the report of their inspector 
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A.D. 1920. who shall visit the land, but without a hearing in court, and the 
decision so made shall be subject to appeal in like manner as if it 
were a decision of a Sub-Commission : 

Provided that — 

(a) if before or when the inspector visits the land the parties 5 

or their agents so agree, the annual sum shall be such 
sum as may be fixed on the same principles as a judicial 
rent by that inspector, whose decision shall be final ; and 

(b) where a holding or part of a holding is of such a character 

that an annual sum fixed on the principles applicable to 10 
a judicial rent would be inappropriate as a basis of 
price, the Land Commission or inspector in fixing the 
annual sum shall have regard to' all the circumstances 
of the case, including the interests of the parties and 
the respective values thereof. 15 

3. The procedure on an appeal under the foregoing paragraph 
shall, subject to rules to be made under the Land Law (Ireland) 
Acts, be similar to the procedure on appeals from a Sub-Commission 
and those Acts shall apply accordingly. 

4. The standard price calculated on the basis of an annual sum so 20 

fixed by the Land Commission shall be taken as the purchase money 
for the purpose of the calculation and payment of interest under this 
Act, notwithstanding that an appeal is pending as to the annual sum, 
but any payments so calculated shall be the subject of adjustment when 
the price is finally fixed. 25 

5. This Part of this Schedule applies to every holding which (a) at 

the date of the passing of this Act is subject to a rent other than a 

judicial rent, and (b) vests, or will vest, as tenanted land in the 
Congested Districts Board or Land Commission under Part H. of this 
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
